TAX RETURNS 


Would Open Records 
to Public. 


[Chicago Tribune Press Service.) 
Washington, D. C., May 18.—[Spe- 
cial.}—Complete publicity of tax re 
turns was approved by the senate to- 
night by a vote of 27 to 19. 
An amendment to the pending tax 


reduction bill was adopted providing | 


that income tax returns “ shall be open 
to examination and inspection as other 
public records under, the same rules 
and regulations as govern examina- 
tion of public documents generally.” 
The amendment was offered by Sem 
ator Norris [Rep., Neb. ]. 

In the vote radical Republicans ‘anil 
Democrats favored the amendment, 
while cunservativ.2s in both parties op- 
posed it. 

May Reverse Action. 

The roll call came after many sen- 
ators had left the chamber and the re- 
corded vote showed a total of three 
less than a quorum, Other senators 


who were present and paired with ab- 


sentees were counted to complete the 
quorum. Opponents of the amendment 
were of the opinion that it might be 
possible to reverse the action after the 
bill advances from the committee of 
the whole to the senate and another 
vote is taken on the amendment. 

In the debate Senators Norris, La 
Follette [Rep., Wis.], Couzens [Rep., 
Mich. J. Nye [Rep., N. P. J. Walsh 
[Dem. Mont. J. McKeller [Dem,, 


Tenn. J. and others urtged complete 


publicity. Senator Reed [Rep., Pa.] 
was the chief defender of the present 
law, which prohibits disclosure of any 
part of a tax return. 


Senator Norris insisted that no harm 
could come to any taxpayer by rea- 


son of public access to his returns} 


and that evils incident to secrecy in 
the transaction of public business 
would be eliminated. He declared that 
the senate committee on public lands 
would have been greatly aided in at- 
tempting to run down the affairs cf 
the Continental Trading company if 
it had had access to information in 
the possession of the treasury depart- 
ment. Senators Nye and Walsh of 
the house lands committee approved 
this statement. 

Senator Couzens eanerted that the 
investigations of the senatorial com- 
mittee headed by him which inquired 
into the administration of the inter- 
nal revenue bureau showed a need 
for a greater degree of publicity in 
dealing with tax cases. 

‘ Renewal of Old Fight. 

‘The action on the amendment was 
a renewal of the controversy which 
has developed over this question dur- 
ing each successive revision of the 
revenue law. The senate has in pre- 
vious years favored publicity, but the 
house has usually opposed it. 

The 1924 revenue act provided that 
amounts paid by taxpayers should be 
made available to the public. It did 
not allow access to the entire tax re- 
turn as contemplated under the Norris 
amendment approved today. 5 

The provision for publicity of 
amounts paid was forced into the law 
by the La Follette radicals, who held 
the balance of power in both houses 
during the 1924 session. A broader pro- 
vision was inserted in the bill at that 
time on the floor of the house and in 
order to obtain the adoption of the 
conference report the Republican 
leaders were obliged to retain a partial 

publicity section in the final draft of 
the law. With the radicals dislodged, 
congress, in the 1926 revenue act, ap- 
proved the repeal of the provision. 

Look for House Objection. 

In the present session the radicals 
again hold the balance of power in the 
senate but not in the house. The bill 
as passed by the lower chamber con- 
tained no provision for any sort of 
publicity of tax returns or amounts

LOESCH TO CITE 
FREEING OF THIEF, 
NOW A KILLER 


The Chicago crime commission found 
unexpected backing last night for its 
contention that three judges in the 
Criminal court—Eller, Kerner, and 
Klarkowski—should be taken out of 
that work because of their habit of 
reducing felony charges to misdemean- 
ors. Late at night Frank J. Loesch, 
head of the commission, announced 
that Stanley Thomas, who confessed 
to a share in the movie holdup and 
killing of Pearl Eggleston, the Berwyn 
theater usher, was a case in point 
which he would cite in the judicial 
hearing of his charges. 

It appears that less than three weeks 
before the killing of Miss Eggleston, 
Thomas, an ex-convict, was before 
Judge Otto Kerner on a charge of pos- 
sessing stolen automobiles. Judge 
Kerner permitted the state’s attorney 
to reduce the charge to petty larceny. 
Thomas pleaded guilty to this minor 
charge. Then Judge Kerner placed 
him on probation. 

It was only a short time later that 
Thomas, with a sawed-off shotgun, par- 
ticipated in the movie holdup, during 
which his pal, Stanley Durmaj, killed 
the young girl. 

During the day the crime commis- 
sion submitted a voluminous series of 
charges against the three judges in 
question alleging they have shown 
undue leniency toward criminals and 
that they are too much under the 
Crowe influence. When those charges 
were made President Loesch did not 
know of the case of young Thomas.

2d Plane Falls 
in Two Days; 
1 Dead, I Hurt

John A. Dawson, 22, of Downers 
Grove, an employé of the Western 
Public Service company, was fatally 
injured early last evening when an 
airplane in which he was a passenger 
plunged 400 feet to the ground pear 
Clarendon Hills, not far from Downers 
Grove. William Henderson, the pilot, 
sustained severe fractures and in- 
ternal injuries, and is not expected to 
live.

It came shortly after Ray Wil- 
cox, unlicensed pilot of a plane which 
fell at Broadview Thursday evening, 
gave from his bed in the Hines hos- 
pital, his version of that accident in 
which George Harchowitz, his passen- 
ger, was killed. 

Investigations of the accident to 
Dawson and Henderson were made by 
the Rev. J. P. Lamson, chaplain at 
the Hinsdale sanitarium, and Maj. 
Harry B. Stafford and Sergt. E. J. 
Mitchell of the Hinsdale police. The 
facts appeared to be these: 

Henderson during the afternoon had 
been working on his silver plane, 
which had developed engine trouble, 
at the hangar on an air field a half 
mile from the high air beacon which 
is under construction by the govern- 
ment between Hinsdale and Downers 
Grove. Helping him were Dawson and 
E. W. Tholin, also of Downers Grove.

UP JUMP THE AUTOMATICS. 


Rear Admiral Frederick C. Billard, chief of the 
coast guard, was quéstioned by the senate com- 
mittee investigating the shooting of Jacob D. 
Hanson of Niagara Falls. The rear admiral said 


ground to stop the automobile. Mr. Hanson 
thought he was escaping from highwaymen. The 
other guardsman, whose position was in front of 
the car, also shot. Admiral Billard said that he 
“probably became excited and his automatic 
jumped up.” 

That epitomizes the whole rechra of prohibition 
killings, by the coast guard and the other en- 
forcement agents. The admiral is thinking of a 
gun which had escaped control, but it is descrip- 
tive of an agent and a gun both out of control. 
The up jumping automatics in the hands of up 
jumping enforcement cers have been killing 
imnocent citizens in New York, Michigan, Florida, 
Admiral Billard has not re- 
strained his men. Mr. Lowman of the treasury 
d@epariment has not controlled his. 

Shere is no rule in prohibition enforcement 
which will stop an agent from jumping at con- 
Gusions and then up jumping his gun on an 
innocent person. When the agents have killed | 
or maimed a citizen they are taken into the pro- 
tection of the federal court. They are withdrawn 
from the jurisdiction of the state laws and the 
treasury department refuses to make rules of 
enforcement which would plainly put the killing 
of citizens outside the line of duty of the bever- 
age chasers. 

The enforcement chiefs say that they regret 
these killings. Condolenc# from the source of 
authority is out of place. Authority has left it 
within the line of duty to kill an innocent person 
on suspicion. The department hopes the agents 
will not kill when there is no ‘justification for it, 
but if they do kill, it is all in a day's work. 

Considering the personnel which has been at- 
tracted into all branches of enforcement work, and 
the reasons in which the attraction frequently is 
found; considering the rules under which the 
treasury department of the United States permits 
these men to work, and considering the protec- 
tion given in the federal courts, the record of 
killings in prohibition enforcement is a natural, 


the law of cause and effect. And it follows that 
thé responsibility goes on beyond the men in 
whose hands the automatics jump up and goes 
back unhesitatingly to the highest posts of au- 
thority in the country.

A LAW IN BEHALF OF | 
CRIMINALS. 


A man known as Red McLaughlin was convicted 
of an attempt at a jewelry holdup. Before this he 
had achieved something like a career, and his 
name, activities, and associates were to 
the police. After his conviction the home of the 
‘foreman of the jury which gave the verdict was 
bombed. Judge McGoorty, who tried the case, 
asked the police to give his own home a guard 
out of consideration for his family. 
McLaughlin's attorney asked that the prisoner 
be released on bond pending the taking of an 
appeal. Judge McGoorty fixed the bond at $100,- 
000. The defense offered $60,000; but the judge 
refused to accept it or to lower the amount re- 
quired. In answer to protest he conceded that 
the sum, in an ordinary case, would be regarded 
as excessive, but denied that it was an ordinary 
case. He also said that the act of 1917 providing 
that a judge in a criminal court shall allow bond 
pending an appeal was outragedus. He said that 
it created a ridiculous situation and was ingon- 
sistent with public safety. The law is opposed 
to public interest, and the sooner it is wiped from

Superiicially, this law would indicate gangland 
control of legislation. The presumption that a 
person is innocent until proved guilty allows his 


viction in the trial court, even with other processes 
of the law available, presents the conclusion that 
he is guilty. Conceding that a review of his case 
might bring a reversal of the verdict, there is 
nothing in that possibility to justify a law com 
pelling a judge to turn the prisoner loose on bond 
while his attorneys carry his case up. 

If the judge were given discretion to do so, there 
would be sufficient protection for a person in 
whose case the verdict contained elements of 
doubt. A law requiring that the man found 
guilty shall escape jail and be at liberty if he 
can provide a reasonable bond is senseless in its 
relation to public security, and it is significant 
only as a protection for crooks. 

The Illinois legislature has given the criminal! 
courts an act useful to the criminals ‘who are 
brought into court and convicted, but injurious to 
the people against whom these criminals have 
operated. | | 
Judge McGoorty says it ought to be repealed as 
soon as the legislature has the opportunity to do 
so.
